John's street, in the village of Sturgeon Bay, to what 
is known as Tuck's point, in the town of Sturgeon 
Bay, in Door county, Wisconsin, and a line running 
across said Sturgeon Bay from Forest street, in the 
lage of Sturgeon Bay, to the place known as Schjouth's 
pier, in the town of Sturgeon Bay, Door county, Wis-
consin.
